Restaurants in the-Town of 
Wilmington with liquor licenses 
will, effective Jan. 1, 1996, be able 
to serve alcoholic beverages at bars 
located within the main dining areas 
eof such establishments, following a 
13-1 vote by selectmen Monday 
fnight. 

; What began as a fairly simple re- 
‘quest from local restaurateur Rocco 
}DePasquale for the board of select- 
'men to change the town's liquor 
{regulations dissolved into a two- 
+and-a-half hour debate riddled with 
‘semantical discussion, irrelevant 
banter, misworded and then re- 
} peated motions and two failed votes. 
» In the end, Selectmen Jim Roo- 
fney's, Robert Cain's and Chairman 
? Diane Allan's votes in favor of the 
;change were met with applause, 
{ while the process it took to get there 
‘left many in the audience jokingly 
»looking for the nearest open bar. 
‘Selectman Dan Wandell voted 
against the measure, while Select- 
}man Michael McCoy, who Wednes- 
‘day had his hearing before the state 
‘Alcoholic Beverage Control Com- 
mission as part of his attempt to 
‘procure a liquor license for his own 
restaurant, abstained. 

\ The process really began in Sep- 
tember, when Rocco approached the 
board asking. that they consider 
striking paragraph two of the 
town's liquor regulations. That 
section states that "No person shall 
be served alcoholic beverages from 
a bar..." 

At that time, Allan stated that 
Town Counsel Alan Altman should 
look into the matter to see if the 
board had the authority to make the 
¢hange. Altman reported later that 

‘the board did, but suggested they 
hold a public hearing. Two weeks 
ago, when Altman's finding was 
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presented by the board, Rooney 
moved that a public hearing be held 
Monday to discuss the change. The 
motion carried, 3-2, with Allan and 
Wandell voting against the hearing. 

Rocco began with a short presen- 
tation Monday in which he asked 
that paragraph two be stricken. 
That request was quickly followed 
by a complicated motion from Roo- 
ney that would have adopted for 
Wilmington the liquor regulations 
of the City of Woburn, with a para- 
graph added from Wilmington's 
existing rules and also a fee increase 
of $500. 

The motion was met with be- 
wilderment by the rest of the board, 


and prompted Cain to ask "Do we 
want to throw out our rules and 
regulations or address the rules as 
asked by Rocco?" 

Rooney promptly withdrew what 
would be the first of five made 
motions by the board. 

Several members of the more than 
40 people present in the Town Hall 
Auditorium audience were then 
polled, with 11 out of 19 residents 
expressing an opinion favoring the 
change to allow full bar service in 
restaurants. 

Here the debate focused on what 
the change would do to the town, 
with opponents charging that a rules 
change could precipitate a climate 
change and bring back Wilming- 
ton's sordid past, when riotous bar- 
rooms like the Black Cat and Phil's 
Cafe were in full swing. 

But proponents pointed to Wil- 
mington’s outdated restaurant setup 
and a system that precludes popular 
restaurants such as the 99 Pubs from 
locating in town. In the end, the 


majority, bolstered by 192 peti- 
tioned signatures, seemed to tell the 
board that a change would, if any- 
thing, affect a positive change on the 
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town. 

The board listened, it just couldn't 
seem to find the right words to get 
the job done. 

Cain was up first, but the board 
became bogged down on how many 
bar seats would be allowed and if 
that number would be in addition to, 
or part of, the 100-seat minimum 
required to obtain a liquor license. 
Cain's first motion stated that 100 
seats total, 25 percent of which may 
be at a bar, would be required. 

That motion failed, 1-3, with Cain 
voting in favor and McCoy ab- 
staining. 

Rooney countered with a motion 
that would leave the minimum num- 
ber of non-bar, or table, seats at 
100, with bar seats not exceeding 25 
percent of the number of table seats. 
But that motion was thought to ex- 
clude certain establishments, par- 
ticularly Mancini's Restaurant, 
which has exactly 100 seats at 
present. It was argued that Man- 
cini's would not be able to fit bar 
seats in addition to its current 100 
table seats. 

That motion nearly didn't get a 
second, but McCoy did, for pur- 
poses of discussion, following a 
long pause. The vote failed, 2-2-1, 
with Cain and Wandell voting 
against and Allan and Rooney 
registering for. Back to the draw- 


ing board. 

Cain restated his original motion, 
and this time Rooney compromised, 
and, with Allan, the vote finally 
carried. 

Effective Jan. 1, 1996 (a second 
vote by the same 3-1-1 tally set the 
starting date), restaurants in Wil- 
mington with liquor licenses will be 
allowed to serve alcoholic bever- 
ages from a bar, with total bar seat- 
ing not exceeding 25 percent of the 
restaurants total seating. Thus, in

the case of Mancini's, 25 of its 100 
seats may be converted to bar seats 

The board was not quite done 
Wandell tried to make Rocco and 
the other licensees pay for their bars 
via a proposed $1,000 increase in 
the liquor license fee. which has not 
been changed from $1,000 since 
being established in December of 
1972. 

“I want to get up to the 90's," 
Wandell said, taking the battle cry 
of rules changes proponents at the 
hearing. 

Rooney, though, amended Wan- 
dell's motion to read $1,500, instead 
of $2,000. Allan seconded the 
motion and joined Rooney in voting 
for it. Wandell, who apparently 
wanted double or nothing on the 
fee, voted against it with Cain, who 
said he favored maintaining it at 
$1,000. McCoy abstained and the 
motion failed. 

The board, after Altman and 
Town Manager Michael Caira draft 
an official update of the town's 
liquor regulations, will vote to 
ratify the rules change. That will 
occur at the board's next meeting 

For his part, Rocco, who was 
instrumental in gaining passage of 
the 1972 regulations. which ended 
Wilmington's days as a “dry town,” 
said he was pleased with the vote 

‘I'm happy with the vote,” Rocco 
said.

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Time to say 
goodbye

With just over eight minutes to play in what looks to be the last 
of 240 quarters of Thanksgiving Day football between high 
school students from the towns of Tewksbury and Wilmington 
last Thursday at Doucette Field, Tewksbury senior running back 
Ben Christopher took a hand-off from senior quarterback Mike 
Torode and sliced his way through the Wilmington High line off 
left tackle. Call it a 60-year, some-odd thousand and 33-yard 
touchdown run, The TD, and Christopher's subsequent extra 
point kick, put Tewksbury up, 36-7 on the scoreboard and 
33-20-7 in history. Though eight minutes remained in the game, 
and though Tewksbury coach Bob Aylward replaced his starters 
with reserves who battled every bit as hard, many of the 
contingent from Wilmington - a crowd a good deal smaller than 
what should have been expected - up and left. Like Wilmington 
High from the Merrimack Valley Conference a year ago, they up 
and left. As sad as it may be to say, perhaps it is for the best. 

Tewksbury and Wilmington together enjoyed a great run on 
Thanksgiving Days. Sixty years. Monumental clashes, heart- 
rending upsets, last-second victories, blowouts, ties, memories. 

‘The two towns are inexorably linked, bound forever by blood. 
Tewksbury and Wilmignton lie linked by blood spilled in 
competition on the gridiron; more important, more lasting, by 
blood born of matrimonial ties between residents of the two 
communities. When the Town Crier expanded in 1973, it did so 
into Tewksbury, a most natural extension. Today, when birth 
announcements are submitted from local hospitals, when 
obituaries come in from our funeral homes, most show ties to 
both Wilmington and Tewksbury. We celebrate at the 
Tewksbury-Wilmington Elks. Route 38, north or south, stays 
Route 38 through the heart of both towns; it also keeps the same 
local name: Main Street. 

Now, it seems, the football end of things is over. From a busi- 
ness perspective, the end of the rivalry is painful, to say the least. 
Each year, the Town Crier's Thanksgiving football supplement - 
filled with ads from both towns, up and down both sides of Route 
38, those near the border usually rooting on both teams - is one of 
the most widely read sections of the newspaper. It will never be 
the same, if it continues at all. From a football perspective, I'm 
not as sure. 

Wilmington sent a definite message in leaving the MVC, namely 
that they felt they could no longer compete in the sport of foot- 
ball. The fact that in this, Wilmington's inaugural season in the 
Cape Ann League, nearly every fall athletic team (football 
excluded) fared worse than a year ago, illustrates that point. 
Tired of MVC football beatings, Wilmington fled the league for 
the safe havens of the 30-players-on-a-sideline Cape Ann. 
Wilmington won four of 10 CAL games this season. Based on the 
two games I saw Wilmington play and the 101 watched Tewks- 
bury win, I can guess that the Wildcats would have won anywhere 
from zero to four games (four being not a bad bet) had they 
played another season in the MVC. But the move, and 
accompanying drop from division 2 to division 4, could be 
likened to dropping astudent.two levels in an attempt to raise aC 
grade fo a B. First of all, expectations ‘will'soar while motivation 
will naturally decrease. And in an environment of direct, fierce, 
head-to-head competition (high school football, for one) the kids 
in the lower levels are always going to be gunning for those 
coming down from above. 

Could Wilmington still compete in the MVC? Certainly. But to 
leave the league on the basis. that they can't compete, yet turn 


around and still want to play Tewksbury, is illogical. Why 
continue something in which, by your own admission, you can't 
compete. This year's game is not a good indication. Tewksbury 
fielded what is probably its best team ever, while Wilmington put 
a young team on the field. Next year, however, Wilmington will 
be better than they are this year, while Tewksbury could not 
possibly hope to be better than this year's team. It is conceivable 
that next year's Tewksbury-Wilmington game could have been 
one of two Super Bowl-bound teams. It would have made for a 
fantastic story in an otherwise meaningless game - from a football 
standpoint, as this year's was. That's right, meaningless. Had 
Wilmington pulled the biggest upset in the state by beating 
ae the Red would still be headed to Walpole this 
Sat < A loss may have knocked some wind out of the 
prominent Tewksbury sails; it may just have made Tewksbury 
really mad. In any case, one thing is certain. Had this been the 
first game of the Tewksbury-Andover rivalry, a Super Bowl 
berth could very well have hung in the balance. From a football 
fan or writer's perspective, that Scenario is tough to argue against. 
Hold on, Tewksbury-Andover? Is that what anyone wants? 
Andover? Replacing Tewksbury-Wilmington with Tewksbury- 
Andover is like putting Grey Poupon on a hot dog. Scrape that 
Gulden’s right off, trade in your bleacher seats for a luxury box, 
the Garden for the Wang Center. If you're looking’ for an in- 
crease in toilet papered-Mercedes’, Andover’s you're bet. If, on 
the other hand, you want a classic Thanksgiving football game, go 
Tewksbury-Wilmington. Of course, if you're looking for 
another meaningless classic, study Latin. Sure, it's the root of our 
language and our culture. but what's it going to do for you ... 
now?

Fighting for rights 


Dear Larz: 

We don't like what Tewksbury 
State Hospital is doing to the psychi- 
atric patients. The hospital admini- 
strators are denying the patients 
their rights and human dignity. 
Officials at the hospital are keeping 
the mental health patients like priso- 
ners in a jail on the grounds of 
Tewksbury State Hospital. 

Patients at the hospital are not 
allowed to go into the Town of 
Tewksbury without staff supervis- 
ion. It makes us feel angry, like 
mental patients are treated like little 
children, as if the mental health sys- 
tem were an archaic system and it 
makes us feel that we are isolated 
from the real world. 

It is barbaric the way Tewksbury 
State Hospital tries to take away the 
mental health patients’ sense of 
reality. which makes the patients 
fee] much worse than they have to. 
It is like they have committed a 
crime instead of having a mental 
illness. 

Patients are no longer allowed to 
come to M-Power meetings. M- 
Power is Massachusetts People/ pat- 
ients Organized for Wellness, Em- 
powerment and Rights. We are a 
group of mental health consumers 
fighting for our rights as current 
and ex-patients in the mental health 


system. 

The only time Tewksbury State 
Hospital mental patients are allowed 
to come to M-Power meetings is 
with a state employee. This violates 


their civil rights and their human 
rights. 

They can't talk in the meeting 
without being looked over by the 
state employee because the patients 
might say something wrong that can 
be used against them in the hospital. 
Retaliation and punishment can be 
anything from being placed in eith- 
er restraint or seclusion, to denying 
their inpatient privileges. 

Why doesn't Tewksbury allow 
patients into the Town of Tewks- 
bury when the City of Lowell has no 
restrictions on patients at the Solo- 
mon Mental Health Center from 
doing business in the city? Why is it 
that the same patients from Tewks- 
bury State Hospital can take a bus 
into Lowell but are prohibited to 
shop or even have a picnic in the 
Town of Tewksbury? 

Even though the patients of 
Tewksbury State Hospital have a 
mental illness, they are considered 
equal under the Americans with 

Disabilities Act. What is happening 
in Tewksbury stigmatizes mental 
patients and makes us feel ashamed 
to be living in the shadow of such an 
abominable hospital administration. 

All mental health consumers are 
uniting to help one another fight this 
stigma. f

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Articles in review 


Wilmington town meeting Monday 


by Jeff Nazzaro™ 

Wilmington voters Monday night will 
get a crack at 16 Special Town Meeting 
Articles beginning at 7:30 in Wilmington 
High School's Bar- rows Auditorium. 

The articles, including five petitioned 
proposals to amend the town's zoning 
by-laws, are synopsized below, with 
recommendations from the finance 
committee, planning board, or both, 
noted. Recommendations were made by 
each board following a joint public hear- 
ing held in the Town Hall Auditorium on 
Nov, 7. 

Board recommendations are of course 
nonbinding - the voters will decide the fate 
of each article. 

* Article |: The raising and appropriation 
by taxation or transfer from available 
funds in the fiscal year 1996 budget the 
additional sum of $149,625 to the 
Wilmington School Department, raising 
the school budget to $14,602,973 

This proposed move would bring the 
town in accordance with provisions in the 
Education Reform Act mandating raises in 
school budgets statewide. The finance 
committee unanimously recommended 


approval. 

* Article 2: The raising or transfer of 
$72,066 to the town’s reserve account, 
bringing the total appropriation for that 
fund to $172,066. The finance committee 
recommended approval unanimously 

* Article 3: To see if the town will 
authorize the town treasurer to establish a 
revolving fund in accordance with Mass. 
Gen. Law Chapter 44, Section 53E 1/2 for 
a compost bin recycling program and to 
also establish a spending limit for that 
account. Finance committee unani- 
mously recommended approval 

* Article 4: The appropriation from 
available funds the sum of $579,260 to the 
DPW, Chapter 90 Construction Fund 
Account. Unanimous approval recom- 
mended by the finance committee. 

* Article 5: The raising and appropriating 
by taxation or transfer the additional sum 
of $40,000 to the Sewer Maintenance 
Account, raising the total appropriation to 
$72,710. FinCom recommended approval 
by a unanimous vote. 

+ Article 6: To see if the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate by taxation or 
transfer the sum of $20.700 to “maturing 


debt and interest - sewer,” for the purpose 
of a loan repayment to the MWRA for the 
infiltration/inflow program. Finance 
committee recommended approval unani- 
mously. 

* Article 7: Appropriation of a sum of 
money for the "Webber Street Sewer 
Project,” involving the design and 
construction of sewers, sewage systems 
and disposal facilities in Webber Street, 
starting at Cedar Street and extending 
approxi- mately 600 feet. A copy of the 
plan is on file in the office of the Super- 
intendent of Water and Sewer, Finance 
committee unanimously recommended 
approval 

* Article 8: To authorize selectmen to 
grant an easement to the Town of North 
Reading to allow access over Wilmington 
land Yo a water treatment plant built in 
North Reading. Finance committee reco- 
mmended approval unanimously 

* Article 9: Would authorize selectmen 
and/or the town manager to petition the 
State Legislature for an act providing 
group insurance benefits for certain 
surviving spouses of deceased or retired 
employees of the Town of Wilmington 


This article would allow for pay- ment of 
$7,761, as appropriated at the 1994 
Annual Town Meeting, to Mary Fuller, the 
widow of former Wilmington police 
officer George Fuller. It would also make 
legal all such payments made in the past by 
the town 

The finance committee, by a vote of 3-4, 
with one abstention, voted against 
approval 

* Article 10: Drafted by town counsel to 
bolster Article 9. Approval denied by the 
FinCom via a 1-5 vote, with two members 
abstaining 

* Article 11: A planning board 

housekeeping” article designed to bring 
the town zoning by-law ‘table in 
conformance with the by-law amendment 
passed at the 1993 Annual Town Meeting 
Both boards recommended approval by 
unanimous votes. 

* Article 12: A petitioned article asking 
to amend the zoning by-laws to rezone a 
parcel of land on Butters Row from R-60 
to R-20. The petitioner was not present at 
the hearing or the subsequent planning 
board meeting. The planning board, citing 
the fact that the proposed "I-lot rezoning” 


would “intrude into the integrity of an 
existing R-60 zone, voted 3-0 against 
approval, with one member abstaining. 
Based on the planning board decision, the 
FinCom voted unanimously against 
approval 

* Article 13; Would allow, by Special 
Permit, limited service restaurants in 
general industrial districts 

Local business owner Jim Mahoney 
petitioned for this article in the hopes of 
providing restaurant service for employees 
in the Ballardvale/Andover streets indus- 
trial zone. If voted, any permits will be 
subject to special criteria - compromises 
reached between Mahoney and the 
planning board in drafting the final article. 
The planning board voted unanimous 
approval without discussion and the 
FinCom followed suit 

* Article 14: A petitioned attempt from 
Uncle Mickey's store on Shawsheen 
Avenue to install seating by changing its 
Limited Service Restaurant" status to 
"SP" (Special Permit). Acting Planning 
Board Chairman Carole Hamilton called it 
“much less of an article than we would 
have expected” in leading the argument at 
the public hearing against approval. The

* Article 15: A second attempt by 
Woburn Street resident Robert Williams to 
rezone his property, which abuts the 
Woburn Street School, from R-20, to 
R-10. At April's Annual Town Meeting, 
despite negative recommendations from 
both the finance committee and planning 
board, Williams’ bid was approved, only 
to be shot down by the attorney general's 
office as spot zoning.

* Article 16: A proposal to implement the 
“Quinn Bill,” a measure which pays police 
officers in- centives based on a percentage 
of salary for earning academic degrees 
related to police work, The town currently 
pays incentives, but as a flat amount, not 


calculated as a percentage of salary. Town 
Manager Michael Caira, in opposing the 
article, said "This is a matter for collective 
bargaining and we should not be taking it 
up at town meeting. The finance commi- 
tte recommended disapproval by a unani- 
mous vote.

Yes, we have taken a hard stand by taking legal action against some Town Officials, 
but we can’t let theneglect of a small minority of customers who fail to pay their bills 
dictate what happens to the majority of our 25,000 customers.

* If the solicitation is being done by a professional 
solicitation company ask the person on the phone "What 
percentage of my donation goes dirrectly to the cause that 
you're calling for and what percentage does the solicitation 
company keep?" 

* We do not recommend leaving money or checks taped 
to your door, request that someone pick it up in person. 

* If you have any question concerning the validity of a 
solicitation or fundraiser you may call the Attorney General's 
office at (617) 727-2200 ext. 2101 to see if they are properly 
registered and in fact a legal fundraising organization. 

* By law all professional solicitors are required to state 
that they are a paid fundraiser. Impersonating a member of 
a charitable organization, either explicitly or implicitly is a 
violation of Mass General Laws 93A, which prohibits deceptive 
practices.

Free flu clinic in Wilmington 


The flu season is upon us! If you 
have a chronic respiratory illness 
such as asthma, bronchitis, 
emphysema or other health 
problems, such as heart disease, 
diabetes or kidney problems the flu 
vaccine is for you. Given once a 
year, from October to March, the 
vaccine builds antibodies against 
three severe types of flu viruses. 

Anyone traveling by air, 
especially to a different climate, is 
susceptible to illness. If your job 
places you in contact with the 
public, such as in a school, health 
care setting, police or fire 
department, you should consider the 
benefits that the vaccine will afford 
you. 

Smokers are particularly 
susceptible to upper respiratory 
infections and might consider this a 
good time to cut down or quit. Not 
only will you be improving your 
own health, but you will reduce the 
impact that second hand smoke has 


on those around you. Children of 
parents who smoke are more likely 
to have chest colds, ear infections, 
bronchitis and pneumonia. 

Bacterial pneumonia is a 
debilitating acute illness. People 
with chronic respiratory, heart or 
kidney disease, or those with 
weakened immune systems are 
particularly vulnerable, Pneumonia 
often follows a case of the flu. 
Recuperation takes several weeks. 
Lost time from work activities can 
be prevented by receiving a single 
dose of vaccine, covering 23 types 
of bacteria. This vaccine is available 
throughout the year with protection 
lasting five to seven years. 

Take advantage of these vaccines 
offered free of charge to residents 
through the Massachusetts 
Department of Public Health and 
funded through your tax dollars. 
Immunizations are available 
Wednesday afternoons from 2 to 4 
at the nurse's office at town hall.

\, For the last time after 60 years of 
Jivalry, the WHS football team 
took a bus ride north on Route 38 
jon a_ brisk Thanksgiving Day 
morning to face the Tewksbury 
Redmen. 

, Even though the score looks as if 
dhe undefeated Redmen sliced up 
the Cats, they didn't. Actually, 
“Wilmington was in the game until 
late in the third quarter. And they 
,accomplished a feat that only Cen- 
tral Catholic, Chelmsford and 
Lowell did all season: Wilmington 
scored on the Redmen in the first 
half, which is something Andover, 
Billerica, Dracut, Westford Acad- 
emy, Methuen and Haverhill could 
not do. 

That fact alone should wipe away 
the 36-7 outcome. Tewksbury's 
first half margin over its 
opponents, including the -Wil- 
mington game, is an eyepopping 
188-28. Wilmington head coach

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“I thought all three played great. I 
thought Catherine improved the 
most of the three of them.

Why the celebration, because 
it all started to be successful in 
Saugus, although there was a 
previous iron works site in 
Braintree (a part now known as 
Quincy). 

National Park Service 
Ranger Maryann Zujewski 
explained that the same compa- 
ny, under the management of 
John Winthrop, Jr. owned both 
sites. She added that the 
Braintree site was not success- 
ful for several reasons including 
problems with the water supply. 

According to Zujewski an 
even earlier site was established 
in Virginia but was closed after 
Indian raids destroyed it. 

“Saugus was the first success- 
ful site in 1646,” Zujewski said. 


She added that the site was 
the first complete iron works 
consisting of a furnace, forge, 
slitting mill, iron house and 


blacksmith shop. 

It all started in 1630’s when 
trade in Massachusetts Bay 
Colony started to dwindle due to

good for the period. 

The site had been chosen 
‘because of the availability the 
“Saugus River afforded to 

Massachusetts Bay and the 
ocean routes to the various mar- 
ket places. 

However, as the works started 
to go through all the available 
timber and ore in the area, the 
costs of producing iron started 
to increase so that by 1653 a 
third manager, John Gifford, 
had been hired, He could not 
stem the flow of troubles and 
with lawsuits being brought by 
creditors the works ceased doing 
business in 1670. 

For a while the blacksmith 
shop and slitting mill (used to 
flatten the merchant bars into 
useable pieces) were used by a 
former Ironworks employee, 
Joseph Jenks. 

Jenks and his family are 
good examples of how iron 
works employees helped to build 
this country. A grandson went 
on to become the Governor of 
Rhode Island. Several other 
workers went out to start their 
own forges and iron works serv- 
ing local needs throughout New 
England. 

However, soon after the col- 
lapse of the business the only

signs left of ¢he site were the 
decaying remnants of the 
Ironworks House and the slag 
piles giving the nearby banks of 
the Saugus River the local name 
of “cinder banks”. 

Production at the iron works 
consisted mostly of merchant 
bars which were used in trade 
with England / and other 
European countries. However, 
some local products such as 
pots, kettles, salt pans (used in 
the preservation of meats) were 
produced at the site. 

Another production piece was 
the fireback. This iron piece was 
decorative as well as practical. 
It was placed at the rear of 
brick fireplaces to protect the 
bricks and also to reflect heat 
into the rooms. 


Zujewski notes that five of the 
original pieces are still on dis- 
play in New England. Locally 
they can be seen in the restored 
Ironworks House, the Peabody 
Essex Museum in Salem, the 
House of the Seven Gables in 
Salem, and the Pilgrim Hall 
Museum in Plymouth. 

She added that the Ironworks 
is now selling copies of the piece 


. at the Saugus location. 


The Ironworks House js the 
only surviving original building 
on the site. The rest of the build- 
ings seen today are reconstruc- 
tions of the seventeenth century 
constructions.

The house was the core of the 
Hammersmith community, a 


«forerunner of a company town.It 


consisted of a formal parlor and 

several dining and banquet 
areas as well as lodging for 
guests. 

It was first occupied by 
Leader and his family in 1646, 
According to records, the com- 
pany office was also contained 
in the house, 

The house was restored in 
1915 due to the work of several 
people including William 
Sumner Appleton, a descendant 
of the family that had bought 
the house after its use in the 


Pema notes that Appleton 
was assisted in his restoration 
ideas by then Saugus Town 
Clerk Louise Hawks who, when 
informed that the house was 
threatened “stood up and said 
we must save it.” 

According to Zujewski, the 
pair showed a lot of foresight for 
the times when preservation 
was just becoming fashionable. 

The actual restoration work 
was done by Wallace Nutting, a 
photographer, historian and for- 
mer Congregational Minister. 
He went on to become renowned 
for his work in furniture repro- 
ductions and historic building 
restorations. 

His work on the House was 
completed in 1919. Nutting fol- 
lowed plans created by Henry 
Charles Dean. 

In the early 1940’s interest 
was expressed in transferring 
the Iron Works House to Henry 
Ford’s Greenfield Village 
Museum in Michigan. 

To prevent this the First Iron 
works Association was formed. 
In 1947, with the help of the 
American Iron and Steel 
Institute (AISI), the Association 
was able to start an archeologi- 
cal dig on the site leading to the 
full restoration that is seen 
today. 

As with the original construc- 
tion, local people were called on 
to help in the restoration. 
Zujewski notes that much of the 
archeological digging was done 
by members of local youth 
groups. 

The First Iron Works 
Association was able to operate 
the site with tours until 1968 
when the site was turned over to 
the. National Park Service, due 
to lack of funding from the AISI. 

At this time three full time 
park rangers: Frank Studinski, 
chief ranger; Phil Lupshiewicz; 
and Zujewski and one seasonal 
ranger, Phil Provenzano provid- 
ed guided tours four times a day 
from April 1, to October 31. 
However, the site is open daily 
except for Thanksgiving, 
Christmas and New Years Day, 
and the admission is always 
free. Visitors are welcome to 
walk through the site at any 
time. 

Zujewski said there is always 
a staff member in the visitor’s 
center or the office to answer 
questions. 
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She said that the guided tours 
include the furnace, forge and 
slitting mill where people see 
the machinery operating. If the 
blacksmith is available from his 
normal maintenance duties. a 
blacksmith demonstration is 
also given. 

The water wheels turn with 
the flow of water provided by 
the nearby Saugus River and 
operate the bellows and the 500 
pound hammer. 

“Each Ranger has a different 
focus (during the tour) from get- 
ting rocks out of the ground to 
the use of the. water,” Zujewski 
said. 

She added that her focus is 
on the condition of the workers 
environment and the dangers 
they faced. 

The environment has been 
described as being full of the 
«..white heat of the furnace, the 
clanging heavy noise of the 
great hammer, the hard muscle 
work and the need for constant 
alertness in the application of 
their skills.” 

Zujewski said, “I like to stress 
the lives of the workers and pre- 
sent the human side. This was 
very tough work.” 

Looking around the site she 
notes, This stands as a testa- 
ment to those people.” 

Although the Saugus River is 
no longer an easy access to 
Massachusetts Bay, the area is 


filled with bushes alive with 
color during the fall and one can 
get the feeling of life in the sev- 
enteenth century. 

Zujewski noted that the site 
will be open during the upcom- 
ing Hammersmith Christmas 
Stroll on December 9th and stat- 
ed people could call (617)233- 
0050 for information.

This year and last, store 
owners have had to ask the Sal- 
vation Army not to put out ket- 
tles for one reason or another. 
So, it’s important for the M.E. 
Santa to pick up the slack. 

“So many are in need this 
time of year,” says Lt. Col. 
Shaw Clifton, the Divisional 
Commander at the Boston Sal- 
vation Army office on Berkeley 
Street. 

“The cold weather has al- 
ready begun to bring in 
families looking for blankets 
and winter coats and even 
more are in need of‘nourishing 
food for their children. Each 
day we rejoice for the good 
friends we have, who allow us 
to help those needy people each 
day,” Clifton added. 


For the second year in a 
row, more stores and malls in 
Massachusetts have told the 
Salvation Army that kettles are 
not welcome on their property. 

“What harm do they do?” 
said one person, as she took a 
coffee break while shopping at 
Boston’s Copley Place mall. 
“And they’re just as much a 
part of Christmas as Santa 
Claus.” 

This year, 50 stores and 
malls so far are permitting the 
kettles, down from 55 at this 
time last year and 63 two years 


ago, said Gilbert Reynders, 
general secretary for the Mass- 
achusetts division of the Salva- 
tion Army. 

The stores that are banning 
the kettles this year, including 
Jordan Marsh and Sears, said 
they are simply enforcing. a no- 
solicitation policy. 

“We are not trying to keep 
out the Salvation Army,” 
Maryann O’Rourke, a spokes- 
woman for Sears in suburban 
Chicago said last week. “We’re 
simply following our policy.” 

A spokesman for the division 
of Federated Department 
Stores Inc., which operates 
Jordan Marsh, declined to 
comment. 

In the past, many people 
mailed in donations after learn- 
ing that kettle workers were 
being kept away from the 
stores. 

Some stores and malls cite a 
1992 U.S. Supreme Court deci- 
sion banning solicitors as an- 
other reason to keep the kettles 
out. The case involved a dis- 
pute between a labor union and 
a Lechmere store in Con- 
necticut. The Supreme Court 
ruled that allowing solicitors 
on store premises could clear 
the way for union organizers. 

Since the ruling, many 
stores and malls have changed 
their policies and prohibited 
the kettles, Reynders said. 


Reaction 


Paul’Graht; vice président of 


Urban Retail Properties which 
owns and operates the Copley 


Place, said fairness to all 
groups was the central issue. 
“That Supreme Court case 
was less important to us than 
the fact that when Copley 
Place opened, the decision was 
to either allow everybody i in or 
allow nobody in,” Grant said. 


“So we decided not to allow 
anybody in and reserve the 
space for its intended purpose 


. — shopping.” 


Grant said that Copley Place 
still provides financial as- 
sistance to the Salvation Army. 


South Shore Plaza and 
Natick Mall have also banned 
the kettle workers. However 
New England Development 
Co., which owns eight malls in 
the Boston area, has decided to 
allow the kettles. The compa- 
ny’s properties include Arsenal 
Mall in Watertown, Cam- 
bridgeside Galleria in Cam- 
bridge, Cape Cod Mall in 
Hyannis and Worcester Com- 
mon Fashion Outlets in Wor- 
cester.

In fact, researchers recently 
found the spatial reasoning per- 
formance of preschool children 
who received music lessons far 
exceeded that of comparable 
youngsters who did not. 

A team of psychologists and 
neuroscientists at the University 
of California, Irvine has shown 
there is a link between music 
and intelligence - the ability to 
perceive the visual world accu- 
rately, to formn-mental images of 
physical objects and to recog- 
nize variations of objects - 
jincreases after playing an 
‘instrument or listening to music, 
‘such as Mozart. 
| According to the researchers, 
Spatial reasoning abilities are 
crucial for such higher brain 
functions as.music, complex 
mathematics and chess. As 
many of the problems which sci- 


entists and engineers engage in 
cannot be described in verbal 
form, progress in science may, 
in fact, be closely linked to the 
development of certain spatial 
skills. 

Music lessons, and especially 
school music programs, got 
another boost from a recent 
Gallup Poll, reports the 
American Music Conference. 

The survey reveals an over- 
whelniing 93 percent of the 
respondents agreed music is 
part of a well-rounded education 
and 86 percent felt all schools 
should offer instrumental music 
as part of the regular curricu- 
lum. Supporting this, 88 percent 
believe music helps a child's 
overall intellectual development. 
An equally impressive 85 per- 
cent said communities should 
provide financial support for 
music education programs in 
the school.

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Hugging... 


A very nice way to start your day 


Hugging is not only a nice 
way to start the day, but-it's also 
necessary for our positive physi- 
cal and emotional well being, 
according to recent research. 

Various experiments have 
shown that hugging can make 
people feel better about them- 
selves, positively affect chil- 
dren's language skills and IQ, 
and help improve the mental 
outlook of the person who is 
being hugged, as well as the 
hugger. 

According to author, Nurse 
and hug expert Kathleen 
Keating in The Hug Therapy 
Book, hugging is a very special 
form of touch therapy that sig- 
nificantly contributes to the way 
a person heals, and his/ her 
overall health. 

Another true life example is 
given by David Bresler, Ph.D, 
former director of UCLA's Pain 
Control clinic, who instructed a 
female patient suffering from 
reoccurring pain to receive four 
hugs a day administered by her 
husband. Once her hug therapy 
began the patient's pain sub- 
sided. 

Touch therapy expert Helen 


Colton says that touch is a basic 
healing need sometimes even 
more vital than medication. 
Colton’s observations indicate 
that when a person's need for 
hugging is satisfied, he becomes 
physically and emotionally 
stronger and better able to han- 
dle problems or traumas. 

According to Dolores Krieger, 
R.N., Ph.D., professor of nurs- 
ing at New York University and 
expert in the field of touch ther- 
apy, when one person hugs or 
touches another, it actually 
invigorates the body by stimu- 
lating the level of hemoglobin 
which carries oxygen to tissues. 
When these tissues receive oxy- 
gen, they have a new energy 
that continues to rejuvenate the 
body. 


Other research in the hugging 
field has shown that hugging 
helps lessen the chances of senil- 
ity in people age 70+, increases 
liveliness, curiosity, problem 
solving abilities and overall 
physical well being in laboratory 
animal experiments, and sub- 
stantially improves a newborn's 
development progress.

Washing machines are a fix- 
ture in almost every home. 
Here are tips to keep yours 
trouble-free: 

— If a new washer’s power 
cord won’t reach an outlet, 
have the outlet moved or have 


+a longer power cord installed. 


Don’t use an extension cord. If 
water touches the connection 
between the extension cord and 
the washer’s power cord, you 
could receive a serious shock. 

— Leaving the house while a 
washer is running invites dis- 
aster. A burst washer hose can 
flood your house. For the same 
reason, always turn off the 
faucets when you finish wash- 
ing. If other family members 
tend to forget, put up a sign to 
remind them. 

Hose Patrol 

— Every couple of months, 
run your hand over the 
washer’s hot-and-cold water in- 
let hoses while the water is on. 
Replace both hoses if you feel a 
bulge in either. Replace both, 
too, if either develops a kink 
that has hardened. Hoses made 
by a washer’s manufacturer 
usually resist pressure and 
heat better than inexpensive 
replacements. 
When 


replacing a 


washer’s drain hose, it’s easier 
to put on a new hose if you re- 
place the spring hose clamps 
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with worm-drive hose clamps. ° 


Don’t 
clamp. 

— If your washer leaks, 
check to see if it’s a simple 


hose problem you can fix your- 
self. Run the unloaded washer 
through a cycle. Look for a 
damaged inlet hose during the 
fill and a loose drain hose dur- 
ing the spin. 

Pristine Screens 

— If water enters the tub too 
slowly, the filter screens may 
be clogged and need cleaning. 
On some washers, just unscrew 
the inlet hoses from the faucets 
and take the domed screens 
out. On most, unscrew hoses 
from the washer and use a 
screwdriver or long-nose pliers 
to take the screens out of the 
washer’s inlet ports. Scrub the 
screens with a toothbrush un- 
der running water. Replace a 
damaged or badly rusted 
screen. 

Torn Clothes? 

— Rub an old panty hose 
over the agitator and the tub 
surface. Smooth any rough spot 
you find with very fine sand- 
paper. 

— Replace a cracked or 
broken vane on the agitator or 
it will tear your clothes. To 
remove the agitator on many 
washers, just take off any 
softener dispenser and unscrew

Vibes and Wobbles ; 

— Ordinary washer vibra- 
tions can cause a machine to 
move and become noisy and 
unlevel. Periodically, stop the 
water while the machine is fill- 
ing and check to see if the 
water is even with a row of 
holes around the tub diameter. 
If it’s not, prop up the cabinet 
on a wood block. Loosen the 
locknut (if any) on a corner 
leveling leg. Screw the leg in or 
out, but don’t extend it too far. 
Remove the block and check 
the adjustment with a car- 
penter’s level, front to back 
and side to side. Adjust other 
legs if necessary. Many 
washers are self-leveling; you 
adjust the frontelegs and the 
back legs readjust themselves. 

— If your washer wobbles 
excessively while spinning, the 
cause may be an unevenly dis- 
tributed load, often a large 
item that has wadded up to one 
side. Stop the washer and 
redistribute the load for better 
balance. 

Spin Control 

— On some washers, agita- 
tion or spinning problems may 
be caused by a loose drive belt. 
To check the drive belt on 
many models, unplug the ma- 
chine and pull it away from the 
wall. Remove the rear access 
panel and press the belt in. It 
should deflect no more than 
one-half inch. To tighten a 
loose belt on these machines, 
loosen the motor’s mounting 
nut and move the motor along 
the slotted opening to increase 
the belt tension. Retighten the 
nut. 

If a drive belt is frayed, 
have it replaced.

To imagine Wilmington in 1955, 
you can pretty much take away 
everything that is there today. Well, 
almost everything. The town has 
changed that much. 

My mother would often look 
around town in her final years and 
wonder what it would look like in 
100 years. She had moved here in 
1919 and High Street was not then 
paved. In 70 years she saw the town 
go from a farm town to a very busy 
industrial suburb. 

After World War II, things began 
to change rapidly, and by 1955, 
Wilmington had its first subdivi- 
sions underway. Hathaway Acres 
was started on Woburn Street in the 
early 50's. Johnny Cook was selling 
houselots on Linda Road, Shady 
Lane Drive and other streets, where 
many families were living in 
capped-over cellars, while they 
built the rest of the house. 

Route 93 was in the planning 
stage. The first segment of 93 to be 
built was in Wilmington, from 
Route 129 to Route 62. It was 
started in 1956. 

North Wilmington had no gas 
station. Buck Bros. store (now 
Elia's) had two gas pumps. Next 
door was the post office and across 
the street was the depot. On the 
south side of the tracks were two 
new buildings, Polcaro Bros. brick 
yard (now the deli) and Mytron, 
where Dunkin Donuts is now 
located. 

On the corner of Shady Lane 
Drive was a vacant lot, which a year 
later became D&D Gulf. Doug 
Andersen and his cousin Don 
bought the station from Dice O'Neil 
about a year after it was built. 

On the other corner was Bouvier's 
Watch Repair. 

Across the street where the Shell 
station now stands was the Dukus 
home. "Curley" Dukus used to 
repair cars in the garage in back. 

Very prominent in North 
Wilmington in 1955 was the C.S. 
Harriman tannery, opposite the 
Whitefield School. In front of the 
tannery was a stone monument 
marking the site of the Whitefield 
Elm. 

Next to the Whitefield School, on 
the lot now occupied by the bank, 
was the 1730 house, where 
Elizabeth Tibbetts sold gifts and 


penny candy. 


Return to 1955 


Wilmington Center 

"The Square" was still the hub of 
activity in Wilmington in 1955. 
Most anyone arriving or leaving 
town took the train, and the depot 
was always busy. Mail, newspapers 
and freight would also arrive by 
train. 

Next to the depot was Wilmington 
Plumbing and Heating and then 
George's Restaurant, where "The 
Mayor" George Spanos held forth. 
Larz would often be found in a back 
booth of the restaurant with a 
portable typewriter, since George's 
was where much of the politics in 
town took place. 

Across the street was Huntley's 
Lunch. The building is still there 
and hardly seems large enough to 
have had a diner, but it's the small 
ell of the building to the right of the 
telephone building. Also in that 
building were Benny Harrison's TV 
shop and Alyce Weed's beauty shop. 

Up the hill was the Ames News, 
the First National Store, Poole’s 
Bakery, Durkee's Barber Shop 
(now Joe Ryan's) and the drug 
store, where Lil Woodside would 
mix you a Lime Rickey for a 
dime.There you could sit and spin 
on the stool until your mother came 
back and dragged you out. 

The town had four liquor licenses, 


and three of them were in the 
square. Woodside's drug store had 
one. Altman's sold meat and liquor 
in the building now occupied by 
Action Glass. And there was 
Frankie Griffin's Church Street 
Hardware, where you could get 
hardware or hard liquor. 

The post office was on the corner 
of Church and Main streets, in the 
building now used as an upholstery 
shop. 

In the building now known as 
Bedell Bros. or Caddell & Byers 
Insurance, Bob Michelson had a 
shoe repair shop. Next door was the 
old Hiller house, which has since 
been moved to the back of the bank 
parking lot. The Bay Bank was then 
the Middlesex County National 
Bank and Dr. Charles Black had a 
dentist's office in the left side of the 
building. Next door was the 
Mechanics Savings Bank and in the 
same office, the Reading 
Co-operative Bank, both managed 
by Joe McMahon, who was also a 
local undertaker. He would feel 
your forehead and say, "No, you're 
still warm."

History of the Town Crier 


by Larz F. Neilson 

It is a newspaper that has always 
been more of a cause than a career, 
one which occasionally defied 
economics to continue publishing. 

The Town Crier came into being 
in late 1955 after Capt. Larz 
Neilson, until then the editor of the 
Wilmington Crusader, had a dis- 
agreement with his boss, Stanley 
Bocko. 

Bocko, who later became a state 
representative from Billerica, 
published the Crusader and the 
Billerica News from a plant at 95 
Bridge St. in Lowell. Bocko died last 
year, long after he and Larz had 
buried the hatchet 

Larz quit the Crusader about 
September, and rented the old North 
Wilmington depot of the Boston and 
Maine Railroad. The railroad was 
still running trains, and the 
agreement was that Larz had to 
maintain a waiting room for 
passengers. 

He undertook a few changes in the 
depot, converting two thirds of the 
waiting room into the newspaper 
office. In the front was a large 
pot-bellied coal stove. Larz built 
some counters and work spaces and 
put up a partition to divide off the 
waiting room 

Nine years old at the time, I can 
remember being very enthusiastic 
for helping with the carpentry, and 
oh-so disappointed when I found that 
Daddy going to work’ no longer 
meant carpentry but writing. 

Most newspapers at that time were 


}printed with hot lead, letterpress. 


Some were still using hand-set type. 
The Andover Townsman, how- 
ever, had recently converted to a 
new kind of printing called offset. 
The type was set on paper, and the 
page was pasted up on a cardboard 


layout sheet 

Larz bought a machine called a 
Vari-Typer, which could create 
justified (even) columns of type in a 
variety of typefaces. He hired Beth 
Wicks to type the news stories. The 
large headlines were set in a system 
called Photo-Type, put together with 
individual cardboard letters, Most 
headlines, though, were just set in 
boldface type at the top of the story 

In its 40 years, the Town Crier has 
never owned a printing press. For 
many years, the paper was printed in 
Lowell at Offset Printing Co., which 
later became Central Middlesex 
Printers. The plant, at 685 Lawrence 


St., burned on Christmas Eve 1976. 
Fortunately, the Town Crier was 
then being printed at the Woburn 
Daily Times, an arrangement which 
continues to this day 

The format of the paper in the 
1950's was tabloid, and the stock was 
45-pound offset. 

Typical of newspapers. the first 
issue of the Town Crier was not on 
deadline. I can remember hurrying 
home from school and cutting out of 
a Cub Scout meeting so that I could 
deliver the first issue. It finally 
arrived about 9 p.m.

Nah, it couldn't be. The Captain in a go-kart? It's got to be someone else. 

Well, notice the trademark cigar. And do you remember his rust-and-maroon '49 Ford, the one with no 
seats? That's it on the right. 

Yes, this is Capt. Larz driving a go-kart, sometime around 1960. It appears to have been taken behind 
Church Street Hardware. The best guess is that the go-kart belonged to someone at Seacraft Industries. The 
always had the best toys. Seacraft,was owned by the Lefavour brothers, Bob Winchell and Harold Hubby. 
They made and sold diving equipment. 


In addition to Beth Wicks, Larz 
was assisted by Arthur Allgrove. 
Arthur's mother Gertrude had been 
Larz’ first grade teacher. Arthur 
also had his own nursery business 
and later was among the first to 
introduce Bonsai to the United 
States. 

Wilmington Square in 1955 was 
still the hub of activity, and where 
most of the news circulated. Larz 
would often be found in a back booth 
in George's Restaurant, pounding 
away on a portable typewriter. 
George's Restaurant was the place 
where most of the news in town 
circulated or was even generated. 

All-nighters were common at the 
depot on Wednesday nights. On a 
typical night, Larz would slave away 
until three or four o'clock in the 
morning pasting up pages and 
writing last-minute stories. He 
would then dash to Lowell, grab a 
cat nap while the printers were at 
work, and then return with the 
papers in time to make the morning 
mail. 

While the paper was still in its 
infancy, Larz' sister Sylvia returned 
from Germany, where she had been 
a major in the WACs. Among her 
contributions was a weekly poem she 
called Susie's Sonnets, This was quite

to sell subscriptions and glean bits of 
news. 

Larz used the same technique for 
many years, going door-to-door 
selling subscriptions. There are still 
many people in town today who met 
the publisher of the Town Crier at 
their front door shortly after they 
moved to town. Often he would run 
a story about the new residents. 

Among those who worked on the 
paper in the early years was Ed 
Rideout, a photographer who moved 
to Wilmington to work at Avco. He 
a hit, and Sylvia continued writing 
the poems even after moving to 
Florida. She still writes occasionally 
poetry today at age 83 

Sylvia, by the way, holds a niche 
in the family's journalism back- 
ground, She was editor of the 
Wilmington Alpha in the late 1920's. 
Since there was no other paper in 
town at the time, the Alpha, written 
by high school students, was the 
town paper. 

Their mother, Caroline Neilson, 
served as correspondent for Svea, a 
Swedish-American newspaper pub- 
lished in Worcester. Part of her 
routine was to call on Swedish 
families in Woburn and Winchester 
contributed some high-quality work 
to the paper. He and Larz also started

a short-lived publication, the New 
England Photographic Guide. 

Other employees included Theo 
Kidder, Chris Donohue, Dodi 
Reitchell, Jeanne Gifford (Levy), 
Nancy Clark, Bob Dicey, Alice 
Murray, Flora Kasabuski, and 
Betty Downs, who still sets the type 
for the paper. 

Being a family business, the name 
Neilson appears prominently in the 
list of employees. Elizabeth Neilson 
served as treasurer for 30 years. 
Other family members contributed 
in the photography department, 
including oldest son Peter and cousin 
Christine Allard. 

Years later, Stu's children, Kristin 
and Erik followed in the family 
footsteps. Erik still works for the 
paper, in the darkroom and on 
circulation. 

In 1973, the paper expanded into 
Tewksbury, and Cathy Pacini was 
enlisted to contribute to the sports 
page. Today she is the treasurer and 
circulation manager. Rick Cooke 
was also hired, first as a sports 
writer, then as sports editor, A

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Charlie Black's insurance office 
was next to the bank, and on the 
other side of that was Cavanaugh's 
Funeral Home. Bill Cavanaugh who 
runs it today is the grandson of the 
Bill Cavanaugh who ran it in 1955. 

On the corner where the Mass 
Bank is today was Weinberg's 
Department Store, then a brand new 
and quite impressive store. 
Weinberg’s had moved down from 
the store on the south side of the 
square, which was then occupied by 
the Bress 5 and 10. Next door was 
the theater, which closed in 1954, 
Admission had been nine cents, and 
rowdy kids used to raise havoc, 
throwing fruit at the screen. 

Below the theater was the building 
which had been Phil's Cafe. In 
1958, Phil LeDuc opened a printing 
shop there. Next door was Buck's 
Garage, on the corner of Kirk 
Street. 

Heading south on Main Street, 
there was Gildart Chevrolet, and 
across the street, Mrs. Gildart had a 
window shade shop in the small 
building that is now an engine shop. 
Next door was Parker's Restaurant, 
formerly the Ritz A Club.

Fred Cain's was in the same place, 
only the front of the building had an 
Esso gas station. 

The Shell station was in the fork in 
the road, closer to the point than it is 
today. Bill Tanner and Mel 
Southmayd ran it until December 
1955, when it was taken over by Jim 
Riley. 

On the right was A.B. Sweezey, a 
lumber yard which also did 
millwork. Next door was Hayden 
Mica. 

The site of the Colonial Park Mall 
was then a field, sometimes used for 
carnivals. 

Continuing south, there was 
Patley's Gardens on the right, 
where Patsy Callendrello sold plants 
and produce

Now that the Middlesex County 
National Bank has put ina 
parking lot, in back of their 
new building, residents of 
Wilmington may see with ease 
the ‘Coffin louse’, just in 
hack of the Mechanics Savings 
Bank building. 

built of Tyngsboro granite, 
in the 1880's, it was designed 
to hold the two coffins that 
were, ut that time, perhaps 
the most valuable in the 


world - coffins which were 
biilt to contain the hodies 


of Doctor snd Mrs Doctor Henry 
Hiller, 
, The good doctor and his wife, 
p'so a doctor, were among the 
picturesque residents 
evr to li in Wilmington - 
especially Dector Hiller, 
Dr Willer was bor and edu- 
cate! in Germany, but his 
parents had lived in the Uni- 
ted States. He studied in Lon- 


well-known in racing circles in New 
England. 

Beyond the stables was the 
bowling alley. Today the building is 
a print shop. 

South of the road cut was a real 
estate office. In 1955, it was run by 
Ray Fenton and Marion Murphy, 
under the name of General Realty. 
Next door was the gas station. 

Lucci's corner 

‘The corner of Lowell and Woburn 
streets has changed radically since 
1955. Murray's Store was on the 
corner now occupied by Lucci's 
shopping center. John Lucci opened 
his store there in January 1956. He 
soon built his new store in the slot 
now occupied by Wilmington 
Office Supply. The original store 
was about where the barber shop is 
today. 

Across the street was the Swain 
house, home of the three Swain 
sisters, two of whom were teachers 
in the Wilmington schools. The 
Swain School is named for them. 

Herb Barrows’ farm was on the 
corner now occupied by Textron. 
The Barrows' house was about 
opposite the back driveway to 
Lucci's. 

On the other corner was Bobby 
Barrows house, close to Woburn 
Street. He was Herb's son. 

In December 1955, Herb sold land 
on Lowell Street to Walpole 
Woodworkers. Their yard is still 
there. ‘ 

In front of where Stelios Restau- 
rant now stands, was Sunnyhurst Ice 
Cream. owned by Raymond 
Ashworth. Across the street was a 
pond where Jeanne Ashworth 
learned to skate. She became 
Wilmington's only Olympian, 
winning a bronze medal in the 1964 
Olympics. 

Wilmington, of course, was a 
Speed skating town in the 50's. The 
old South School on Chestnut Street 
was called the Skating Club, and the 
pond in back was used as a skating 
rink. 

Back to Lowell Street. At the 
corner of West Street, where the gas 
station is today was Elia's Busy 
Corner. John Elia, Sr. sold 
groceries and gas there for many 
years. 

Just before the Reading town line 
was a gas station on the right-hand 
side. Then came the railroad bridge, 
placed at such a bad angle that it was 
known as "Death Bridge." The 
construction of Route 93 eliminated 
the bridge and the gas station.

is now an apartment house on 
Middlesex Avenue.

The caskets took MacGregor 
five years to make, and were 


reputed to have cost Mrs Hil- 
ler $10,000 apiece. Everyone 
in Wilmington enjoyed a secret. 
Jaugh at Mrs Hiller, but again 
she got the last laugh. When 
the caskets were completed she 
sent them into boston, and ex- 
hibited them in Mechanics Hall 
for a year, at 10 cents a look 
So great was the newspaper 
publicity that the cost of 
making the caskets was more 
than repaid, 

There is much more to the Hlil- 
ler story, which will have tq 
be told at some other time. 
After the caskets returned from 
Boston Mrs Hiller felt she had 
to have a place of safety for 
them - it.was for that purpose 
that the ‘coffin house’ was 
luilt, near her home --- the 
house that can now be seen in 
buck of the bank )uildings.

Main Street in 1955 


If you were to take a ride along 
Main Street in Wilmington in 1955, 
you would find a very different place 
than you would see today. 

Starting at the corner of Middlesex 
Avenue and heading toward 
Tewksbury, you would find 
Wilmington Coal and Oil on the 
right. In back was the railroad yard, 
complete with a roundhouse. Next 
door was Wilmington Builders 
Supply, in a small white building by 
the side of the road. 

Across the street was Bay State 
Steel. The building which now houses 
Designs by Don‘ (Don Hill, florist) 
was the office. Next door was the new 
plant, built in 1955, where Bay State 
manufactured galvanized buckets. 

Next came the small building where 
Ray McNamara started. Later, it was 
a fruit store owned by Rubie Frankel. 

In back, there was a cement block 
place. 

Then came Damey's garage, about 
where Dunkin’ Donuts is today. 
Forest Dame is still fixing cars, well 
past his 80th birthday. Now he works 
out of a garage next to his house. 

There was Louie's Gas Station and 
Louie's Fuel Oil. Louie had a fleet of 
oil trucks painted baby blue and pink. 


Louie's building today is Dave 
Galante's. 

Then came Lyons Oil, where Joe 
Barry's Oil is today. 

You could take a left and go over 
the bridge on Route 129. It was one of 
the trickiest bridges in town. Anyone 
who grew up in Wilmington knew 
how to drive over the many railroad 
bridges in town. 

After the Shawsheen Avenue bridge 
was Bill and Mel's Texaco. Bill 
Tanner and Mel Southmayd moved 
there in 1955 from the Shell station at 
Main and Lowell streets. 

Then came a couple of houses, and 
then woods. Neither the Plaza nor 
Wilmington Ford had been built. 

After Bridge Lane was the building 
which had been the Black Cat. In 
1955, it was Tunney's Furniture. In 
the back was Carl and Marie's. The 
building burned in September 1956 

Across the street, where McNamara 
Tire was until recently, was an ice 
cream stand. 

Next to that was Chinky's Barber 
Shop. 

Next, on the right, was Scotty's 
Donut Shop, where C&J Lawnmower 
is today. The building was later 
occupied by Shamrock Liquors.

Across the street was and is Rocco's. 
In 1955 it was run by Rocco 
DePasquale, Sr. 

The next stop would be the 
Wilmington Diner, run by John Parr 
and his wife. One of the waitresses 
was Norma Aberle. The diner was 
located where Campbell's is today. 

The garage, now AAA Tire, was 
owned by Adam Kozlowski of Salem 
Street. 

Across the street, where St. 
Dorothy's Church is today was a 
ballfield, built by Larry Cushing and 
M.J. Barry. Sometimes you had to 
play around the Barry's horse in right 
field. 

On Saturday night, there would be 
country & western shows at the 
grove. 

Next came Al Riley's gas station and 
Tattersal's. Across the street from the 
gas station was Shamrock Liquors, 
and there was a barbershop on the 
side. The building across from Tat's 
was Louie Hailson's drug store, the 
Silver Lake Pharmacy. Bowen's 
house was attached to that building. 

Where Danny Cosman's TV shop is 
was a sub shop and a little diner. 

On the corner of Grove Ave. was 
the hardware store, and the 
barbershop. Between them was a 
small store, where Mrs. Rooney 
briefly had a children's store. Behind 
the hardware store, facing Grove 
Avenue was Tom McQuaide's. He had 
a grocery store in the building behind 
the hardware store. He also owned the 
beach now known as Baby Beach. 
You could rent a rowboat there and 
go fishing. 

Farther down Grove Avenue was 
Fuller's Beach. There was a building 
with apartments upstairs and a 
restaurant downstairs. 

Then came the Mildred Rogers 
School, named for a teacher who died 
in the Cocoanut Grove fire. Next 
door was a couple of portable 
classrooms. Across the street was 
Jack's Lunch, later the D.A.V. hall. 

The building where the drug store is 
now was Stevens Super Market. Jack 
Gordon and Jack Paster owned it 
Next door, on the corner of Williams 
Ave. was the Silver Lake Betterment 
Hall. When St. Dorothy's Church 
started, it held it Mass in the 
Betterment Hall 

At the Tewksbury line was the 
Fairview Dairy. Jack Cushing 
remembers them having the best 
chocolate walnut fudge ice cream. 


Emma's Store (J.W. Murray), at the corner of Lowell and West Streets (Perry's Corner) 
was purchased by Midge and John Lucci in 1955. It took some cleaning and a lot of work 
but they transformed this into Lucci's Market. Soon there after John built a new building 
on land beside this building. That now houses Leduc's Hallmark. Emma's Store was torn 
down when Lucci's moved into the new building. The new building was added to and 
Lucci's became a Supermarket. 

In 1966 the ground was broken for the building in the rear where Lucci's Supermarket 
is today. The shops in front have been rented ever since.

No look at 1955 would be 
complete without a capsule of 
what was "wicked cool." With the 
perspective of a nine-year-old, 
here we go. 

Television was probably at the 
top of the list. It was still kind of 
new and all the "cool" families 
had one. We got our first TV in 
1955. 

Of course, a new car was high 
on the list, and there wasn't the 
selection there is today. If you got 
a 1955 Chevy, you had a few 
choices like convertible, station 
wagon, two doors or four, Bel 
Air or "210", V8 or six cylinder. 
But that was about it, unless you 
got a Corvette, which really quite 
rare.

In the bicycle department, the 
machine of choice was the 
English Raleigh.

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A legacy from the Mayor

People at Wilmington High School 
were surprised to learn in 1980 that 
there was $6000 available, from the 
George Spanos Fund, Few people in 
Wilmington High School knew at 

that time who George Spanos was. 
George died in 1965, when the 
seniors of 1980 were small 
children. He left a sum of money in 
the custody of a friend, to be 
invested, That friend's son in 1980 


turned over $6,000 for 
scholarships, proceeds from the 
fund, 


George, who was also known as 
"The Noble Greek" was born in 
Salonika, Greece back in 1899, He 
emigrated to the new world, and 
chance brought him to Wilmington. 

George married Susanne Cragin, 
a member of a family which lived 
on Middlesex Avenue. It was an old 
structure, which stood near where 
the public library is today. The new 
Spanos family moved into a new 
home on Glen Road, still standing 
on the corner of Drury Lane. 

Unfortunately, the new Mrs. 
Spanos became ill. She was in a 
hospital for many years, and in an 
asylum, where she stayed until her 
death, about 45 years ago. It was a 
heart breaking experience for 
George. He never talked about it. 

Sometime in the 1930s George 
built a small store on Middlesex 
Avenue, not far from the then high 
school. The store was almost 
directly across the street from 
School Street. After a few years he 
transferred into the old Hay and 
Grain building on Main Street, near 
the railroad station. It had been for 
years the property of the Buck 
Brothers, 

That building became George's 
Restaurant, a few years before 
World War II. George had a small 
apartment, upstairs. 

When the draft law went into

effect in 1939 there were many 
people who had more than 
sympathy for the boys who had to 
leave for the Army at $21 a month. 
The former Silver Lake Betterment 
Hall, at the corner of Williams 
Avenue became the meeting place 
for a group of ladies known as the 
Aids to Victory. 

George of course was not a 
member of the Aids to Victory, but 
his restaurant was beside the 
railroad station. Servicemen 
waiting for the train would come in. 
George had a heart felt interest in 
the welfare of the servicemen. 

Any servicemen - from anywhere, 
could get a cup of coffee from 
George. There was never a charge. 

It was something which grew. As 
the size of the army increased, 
every Wilmington man going, or 
coming home on leave, would stop 
to see George. He began to get 
pictures of the servicemen, and put 
them up on the wall. The pictures 
grew in number. 

When the Women's Army Corps 
and other branches of the service 
opened up for females, the girl's 
pictures went up on the wall,along 
with the men's pictures. There 
were, literally, hundreds of photos 
of servicemen and women on the 
walls of his restaurant, in big 
picture ftames. The pictures 
themselves were small, but they 
collectively took up a lot of room. 

Somehow a reporter from the 
New York Times dropped in one 
day, and he was impressed. He 
wrote a story about George, which 
appeared in that paper. He called 
George “The Mayor of 
Wilmington." 

It was a name which stuck. No 
important government official or 
politician could now go through 
Wilmington without stopping to 
have his picture taken with George 

Eventually the war was over and 
the veterans returned home. The

pictures which George had 
accumulated were given to Chapter 

106 of the Disabled American 
Veterans. Later they went to the 
American Legion, and it is safe to 
say that in very few communities 
were there such an accumulation of 
pictures of the community's service 
men and women. 

It was about that time that 
Wilmington began to become 
interested in speed skating. Carl and 
Hazel Backman were the people 
who started it, on a little pond off 
Chestnut Street. The Backman 
family acquired the name of The 
Flying Backmans. Bucky, as he was 
known, taught many young people 
how to skate. The Wilmington 
Skating Club was formed. 

A Boston newspaper, the Boston 
Daily Record, started having annual 
speed skating contests, each year in 
February. It was called the "Silver 
Skates.” 

The Silver Skates was a natural for 
Wilmington boys and girls, after 
their lessons from Bucky and 
friends. Each year more and more 
kids attended the Silver Skates in 
Boston, on a Sunday in February. 

George would buy hundreds of 
tickets to the Boston Garden and sell 
them at cost to his Wilmington 
friends. He arranged with the 
Boston & Maine Railroad to have a 
special train from Wilmington on 
that Sunday morning 

Hundreds of fans from 
Wilmington attended. One time 
someone counted the passengers on 
that train. There were, if memory 
serves correctly, 1261. Others went 
inrby automobile. 

George would prepare special 
signs for that event. He would sew 
together several bed sheets, with big 
lettering on them about the event 
They would be displayed from the 
upper seats of the Boston Garden - 
signs about the Wilmington Skating 
Club.

Often, during a tense moment 
during a race one would hear his 
yoice, booming out. encouraging 
some Wilmington youngster to put 
on a little more speed. 

The Silver Skates was a harum 
skarum event. The kids loved it. 

Football, too, was of great interest 
to the Mayor of Wilmington. His 
restaurant was a meeting place for 
fans, to leave for the out-of-town 
games. George, at the games could 
generally be seen on the players’ 
bench. From there his voice could 
be heard, cheering on the team. 

But. as the fifties reached their 
midpoint, there was less and less 
train traffic. People went places by 
automobile. There was no more 
waiting for either the “local” or the 
“express.” 

Fewer and fewer people went into 
George's restaurant as a result. 


There came a day when the 
restaurant had to be closed. George 
was “up against it.” 

The same kind of depression that 
hit the railroads in the 1960s hit 
George too. 

He got a job painting hydrants, for 
the Wilmington Water Department. 
George would go all over town, 
pushing a little four wheeled vehicle 
loaded with paint pots and brushes. 
He never complained. 

Old age was creeping up. George 
eventually went to live in an 
apartment in Demifig Way. He still 
went to football games as much as 
he could, but toward the end he did 
so in a wheelchair. 

The end came on December 27, 
1965, 

There are many young people who 
today consider themselves lucky, 
but they never went into George's 
Restaurant with their mother and 
dad. 

They never sat on a stool. listening 
to the Noble Greek expound on 
philosophy and life.

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First Physician 


AS we reported last week, 
our copy on the death of 
Dr. Daniel T. Buzzell was 
a clipping from the Wil- 
mington News of 25 years 
ago. We have sihce noted 
that Dr. Buzzell was ‘Wil- 
mington’s first physician’. 
That, of course, is not 
truel Wilmington’'s first 
physician, so far as we 
have been able to discover, 
was a Dr. Jabez Brown, who 
lived on what is now High 
Street, during the Revo- 
lutionary War. At that 
time it was not a street, 
just a little lane, that 
was called ‘Hardscrabble’, 
because of the clay in the 
land around there--clay 
makes for poor farming. 

We have only two refer- 
ences to Dr. Brown, so far 
as we have discovered to 
date. One is in the Read- 
ing records where ‘Dr. 
Jabez Brown of wilmington’ 
was paid for treating some 
of Reading’s indigent poor, 
and the other was found by 
Atty. Paul Emmons, while 
clearing titles for land, 
In fact it was mr. Emmons 
who found out where DOr. 
Brown lived, in the first 
house on the site of the 
site of the present home 
of mr. Lally. (Mr. Lally’s 
home is the third on that 
site.) 

Dr. Jabez Brown must not 
be confused with Dr. Silas 
Brown, who moved to Wil- 
mington from Dracut in 1816 
or thereabouts, and lived 
in the big house at the 
corner of Salem and Woburn 
Streets. The two men were 
not related in any way, 
we believe.

Typo tools 


by Larz F. Neilson 

A recent classified ad in Uncle 
Henry's gives an idea of how much 
the personal computer has changed 
the newspaper industry. 

It offered a Compugraphic type- 
setting machine with two punched 
paper tape keyboards all for $400. 

Twenty years ago, that equipment, 
manufactured in Wilmington, sold 
for several thousand dollars. 
Compugraphic was a major 
employer in town, 

Until ten years ago, the Town 
Crier used that type of equipment. 

The Town Crier was printed 
offset from Day One in 1955. And 
while the Town Crier has never 
owned a printing press, its 
typesetting equipment gives a fairly 
good history of the typesetting 
processes for offset printing. 

Volume 1, Number | was set on a 
machine which resembled a 
typewriter. Called a Vari-typer, it 
had interchangeable typefaces and 
could justify type, i.e. adjust the 
spacing to make an even right 
margin. But each line had to be 
typed twice, and the machine was 
slow. It could easily slow down a 
fast typist. 

The headlines in that era were 
hand-set, using letters printed on 
cardboard and assembed on a tray, 
then taped together. 

That system was the first to be 
replaced with a Headliner, made by 
the Vari-typer company. This was 
the first venture into photo- 
typesetting. The Headliner had large 
discs with transparent letters on a 
black area. The operator would turn 
the disc to the desired letter and 
push a button, causing.a light to 
flash, exposing a paper filmstrip 
through the letter. After the 
headline was complete, the filmstrip 
then had to be developed in an 
internal — and infernal — 
developing process. The 35-mm 
paper would often hang up in the 
tank, requiring the operator to 
remove the tank, remove the film 
and probably reset the type. 

The first upgrading of the text 
came about 1961 with the purchase 
of a Friden Justowriter. This was a 
system of two typewriter devices. 
The typist would type on one 
machine, punching a paper tape. 
The other machine would read that

tape, producing clean, justified 
copy. 

Larz was oh-so-proud when he 
figured out how to get double 
mileage out of the carbon ribbon. 

In the early 1960's, the Waltham 
Door and Window Co. built an 
industrial building on Middlesex 
Avenue in North Wilmington, 
opposite the Whitefield School. In 
the mid-sixties, a company named 
Photon moved into that building. 

Photon manufactured a com- 
puter-driven typesetting machine 
that had been invented in France 
during World War II. The inventor 
was seeking a way to set type 
silently, to avoid detection by the 
Nazis. 

In 1970, the Town Crier acquired 
its first Photon, known as a model 
713-10, with a market value of 
nearly $40,000. It had two large 
units, one the size of a main-frame 
computer, the other the size of a 
coffin. The input for the Photon was 


via punched paper tape, and it could 
read the tape from the Friden 
Justowriter. 

While the Photon was a significant 
advance, there were several aspects 
of it which were frustrating. After 
running the paper tape through the 
computer, there was the job of 
developing the paper. Suffice it to 
say it was complicated. 

The next generation of Photon had 
an external take-up box for the 
paper, allowing a much simple: 
developing process. 

That model was called a 
Pacesetter, which the Town Crier 
acquired about 1973. In addition to 
being much smaller, the new Photon 
was also more versatile in its 
typesetting capabilities. It was an 
amazing machine for its day. 

The Pacesetter still ran on paper 
tape, but it was possible to wire in 
an external reader. This allowed the 
connection of a system which ran on 
paper tape, but instead of having

prices were typeset using "Photo-type", and the small words were set 


on the Vari-typer. Most of the ot! 


er words, though, were cut from 
newspapers that had set the type in hot lead. 
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punched holes, it had carbon 
images, giving both a letter and a 
code bar. This allowed the operator 
to proofread and edit the tape, 
cutting out errors and taping in 
corrections before the tape was fed 
into the computer. 

This system was great, except for 
one flaw, which involved the carbon 
particles contaminating the "eyes" 
of the machine, a photo-electric 
counting light. The one fortunate 
part of this situation was that 
Compugraphic had adopted this 
same ‘system and had technicians 
available who could repair the 
keyboard. 

Compugraphic was another 
Wilmington firm, started by men 
who broke away from Photon. 
Where Photon was making a 
Cadillac, Compugraphic started out 
making Fords, so to speak. The 
Photon would set type in any of 
eight typefaces in eight sizes. 
Compugraphic made machines that 
would set type in one or two sizes, 
period. If you wanted to change 
typefaces, you had to shut off the 
machine and change a strip of film. 
But you could buy a Compugraphic 
machine for about a quarter of the 
price of a Photon. By buying a 
separate machine for headlines, 
there was economy of materials. 
And phototypesetting paper was 
expensive. 

The Photon Pacesetter had a habit 
which earned it the nickname 
"Nervous Nellie." One error in 
coding would cause it to lose its 
memory. Of course, this would 
occur at the most frustrating times. 

The Photon was tamed eventually, 
with the purchase of a video display 
terminal, which allowed the proof- 
reading of tapes. It eliminated many 
errors. That terminal was the Town 
Crier's first Compugraphic 
machine. 

The Photon was eventually 
replaced by a Compugraphic 
Trendsetter, which had much the 
same capability as the Photon, only 
with updated electronic systems. 

By 1985, the newspaper had 
outgrown its systems. It was time to 
shop for a new typesetter. Little did 
we know when we started looking 
that we would be on the first wave 
of a revolution that has changed 
communications everywhere. 

After looking at the latest Compu-

"Oh, you want versatility? 1 
thought you wanted price!" said the 
salesman. He showed Stu the Apple 
Macintosh. 

The Macintosh had been in 
production for about a year, and in 
March 1985, Apple introduced the 
Laserwriter. 

Our first reaction to this was, 
“Why aren't you out there selling 
this to newspapers?" Well, they 
hadn't had time. The system was 
brand new. 

The Town Crier bought its first 
Macintosh in April 1985. After 
experimenting with the system for a 
couple of months, the first all-Mac 
issue was published in July 1985. 
The Compugraphic system was 
turned off and sold. 

The very first use of Laserwriter 
graphics in a newspaper was by 
USA Today in early May 1985. The 
Town Crier was among the very 
first newspapers to use the 
Laserwriter, and possibly the first 
to produce an all-Laserwriter issue. 

Today, virtually all newspapers 
use a typesetting system based on 
either a Macintosh or a PC 


platform. 
Technology is nothing if not fast 
moving, and the world of 


computers moves forward with 
blinding speed. Fortunately, if you 


have a system that works, new 
technology on the horizon does not 
stop an old system from working. 
While the Town Crier has a new 
Mac Power PC 6100/60, it still has 
many old Macs too. The workhorses 
of the system are Mac SE's, about 
six years old. Geriatric, but they 
still work. 

The latest challenge is scanning 
photographs. Instead of sending 
photos to the camera department for 


screening, they are now scanned in 
an Agfa scanner. 

The irony here is that the Agfa 
system is the grandson ot Compu 
graphic, so to speak. Just as type 
setting systems have changed, so has 
the corporate structures (hat 
produce the systems. 

The name Compugraphic is no 
longer seen in Wilmington, but its 
successor, Agfa, is still the largest 
employer in town.

«Editor: This special newspaper 
edition is primarily a celebration 
of the Town Crier's 40th 
Anniversary of covering 
Wilmington: but just because. the 
Tewksbury edition of the Town 
Crier wasn't published until six 
years ago, that doesn't necessarily 
mean there wasn't anything going 
on in Tewksbury back there in '55! 
In fact, the whole 'S0's decade 
witnessed a population boom that 
dramatically changed the shape of 
the town; so the Town Crier 
thought it only fitting to chronicle 
some of the more important events 
of the ‘50's. 

1950 Tewksbury 

One day in 1963, Tom Sawyer 
packed the last of his belongings, 
ushered his family into the truck, 
and turned around for one last 
tearful look at the 40 acres of 
verdant pasture land off Maple 
Street that had provided 
nourishment for his milking cows 
for over 20 years 

Although there was over a 
century between them, perhaps he 
felt a sympathetic kinship with the 
Indians who once hunted and 
farmed that same land, before the 
great wheels of progress forced 
them to go elsewhere 

Tom was going to New 
Hampshire. He had had enough of 
the calls from his new neighbors 
that his cows were once again 
running loose. He couldn't help it; 
the kids in the new subdivisions 
nearby were knocking down his 
barbed wire fences, and the cows 
were escaping. 

The area was just getting too 
crowded for farming. 

Tom was one of the last farmers 
in Tewksbury to go. By 1960, 
only a handful were left of the 35 
dairymen here in 1950. 

In 1951, Town Meeting voted 
$1.65 million to establish a water 
supply system, and ever since 
people flooded in like gold miners 
from all over the Greater Boston 
area. Tewksbury's population 
increased by 10,000 in the 1950's. 

Although the 50's marked the end 
of Tewksbury's farming industry, 
they were boom years for other 
industries. Town government also 
expanded; and the school system 
and churches grew like they 
probably never will again. 

Government 

There was..sq much, new 
development in Tewksbury in the 
1950's that the town had to set up a 
board of appeals, planning board, 
building inspector and industrial 
commission to oversee it, 

Also, a civil defense department 
was established, and, of course, a 
water department. 

The first water commissioners, 
named in 1951, were John Cooney, 
Eben Prescott, and Joseph Whelan. 
That year they arranged for the 
development of the first gravel 
packed wells, Wells 1 and 2, off 
Easement Road. In 1955, 1958 and 
1959, Wells 3, 4 and 5 were 
developed off Chandler Street. 

Two 500,000 gallon reservoirs 
were also erected in the ‘50's 
decade - one in 1951 at the top of 
Ames Hill off North Street, and the 
other in 1958 on Ames Hill on the 
Ames Estate. 

In 1953 the new water deparment 
building at 918 Main St. was 
dedicated.

The 1955 Town: Meeting 
established the industrial 
commission, which was to promote 
business and industry in 
Tewksbury. Fifteen members 
were named, with James Gaffney 
Jr. the first chairman. 

In 1959, Town Meeting voted 
$1,000 for plans for the South 
Tewksbury Fire Station. A little 


earlier in the decade, the 
all-women auxiliary fire 
department was formed. They 


bought their own fire truck and 
equipment, and performed many a 
service to the regular fire 
department during local fires. 
They were also known throughout 
the state, and were very popular in 
the many parades in which they 
participated, 

The civil defense department was 
reorganized in 1950 by Howard 
King, after about a five year lapse 
following WWII. George 
McDermott was named the first 
director, with John Hart as 
assistant. The air raid wardens so 
active during the war then became 
known as the auxiliary police. 

The aforementioned Tom 
Sawyer, who served on the 
Tewksbury Planning Board from 
1956 to 1963, reflected on 
Tewksbury government in the 
1950's during a friendly chat with 
this reporter at his home on Glen 
Road in Wilmington last Friday 
He moved from New Hampshire to 
Wilmington in 1974. 

“Before the 50's," he said, "you 
had to be someone of good 
character to hold public office. It 
was small town politics. But all the 
newcomers in the 50's wanted to 
make Tewksbury into a city. Then 
some people got elected because 
they promised favors. That 
changed a lot of things.” 

Schools 

The increase from 1,000 to 4,500 
in the student population in 
Tewksbury in the 1950's at first 
caused ‘extremely large classes, 
makeshift classrooms in basements 
and lunch rooms, as well as at the 
Town Hall, and half-day sessions at 
all levels. 

For several years Tewksbury led 
the state in the rate of pupil 
growth. The townspeople met the 
challenge of overcrowding by 
constructing four new schools - 
North Street School (1952), 
Shawsheen School addition (1952), 
Heath Brook School (1957), and 
the Memorial High School (1959). 
Tt also became necessary to reopen 
the Ella E. Fleming and Foster 
schools, which were closed in 1949 
and 1952 as obsolete and unneeded, 
and to remodel the old high school 
into an elementary school, the 
Center School. 

It also became necessary to 
increase the school committee from 
three to five members. Everett 
Thistle, who had been an 
elementary principal in 
Tewksbury, in 1956 became the 
first full-time superintendent of an 
independent Tewksbury School 
System. Before then, Tewksbury 
shared a superintendent with 
Wilmington and Middleton. 

Churches 

The heavy influx of people into 
Tewksbury also provided the 
churches with the need and means 
of expanding. 

On Nov. 29, 1959, appropriate

services were conducted by the 
Rev. J. Thurston Powell at the 
dedication of the new Parish House 
of the Tewksbury Congregational 
Church. 

Because of the increased 
membership, in the First Baptist 
Church's Sunday School, ground 
was broken for a Parish Hall on 
Jan. 5, 1959. Additional land was 
given by Mr. and Mrs. Randolph 
Fitzgerald. In 1955, Dr. 
Washington Benson Trull left a 
large legacy to the church, the 
interest to be used to pay certain 
bequests. He also left a bequest "to 
erect a boulder at or near the site 
of the home of Captain John Trull, 
a Captain and Minuteman in the 
Revolutionary War, in his honor." 

The boulder and tablet were 
placed at the corner of River and 
Hood roads with appropriate 
shrubbery around it. 

The Methodist Church laid the 


cornerstone for a new church on 
South Street on Oct. 18, 1959. The 
land used was the old Jonathan 
Brown Homestead, which still 
contained the home of the late 
Enoch Foster when the church 
bought it in 1956. It was 
supposedly originally built as a 
tavern, In the summer of 1957, 
efforts were made to move the 
house to another part of the site 
where it could be used as an 
educational building. Later, it was 
razed to make way for the present 
church. 

On Nov. 3, 1958, the hopes and 
dreams of so many were realized 
with the dedication ceremonies for 
the new school and convent at St. 
William's Church. One year later, 
a rectory was built to house those 
parish priests who were left 
homeless when a fire destroyed the 
Novitiate building on Jan. 25, 
1959

Editor: These reflections by 
Carol Sherwood. a member of the 
Class of '55, were published in the 
Tewksbury High School Yearbook 
in 1955. 


Tramp! Tramp! Tramp! 
Seventy-eigth freshmen entered 
Tewksbury High School in 1951. 
Although the building and the 
changing of classes weren't new to 
us, we were certainly excited that 
we had finally become freshmen. 
Our class advisors who greeted us 
were Mrs. Stevens and Mr. Leiter. 

We welcomed in our freshman 
year a new superintendent of 
schools, Mr. Thomas L. Rivard. 
Also during the year we watched 
the building of two new grammar 
schools. 

Our first class meeting was for 
the purpose of electing our class 
officers, We elected Mary Ann 
Shea, president; John Kelly, 
vice-president; Robert Sullivan, 
secretary; and Joe Basile, 
treasurer. 

We certainly did admire Bob 
Barron and Pat Lawlor, who were 
chosen King and Queen, 
respectively, of the gala senior 
dance. 

Then came that all important 
election for the student council. 
Pat Lawlor and Mary Ann Shea 
were chosen as our capable 
representatives. Pat was also 
chosen as a football cheerleader to 
help cheer our football team on to 
victory. 

We sponsored our first dance on 
Nov. 17, 1951. We gave it the title 
of "Turkey Festival.” 

This was the time when the 
Rinehart Handwriting System was 
introduced.

The Republicans returned by 
electing Dwight D. Eisenhower as 
president. We all prayed for 
peace, which finally came in July. 
Other important events were the 
Bermuda Conference, hydrogen 
bomb experiments, and the Geneva 
Conference.

The “Tramps Delight" was our 
second dance held Oct. 25, 1952.

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and new equipment was boughl. 
They seemed to be ‘used during 
every spare moment. 

Wedding bells rang out for our 
Mr. Leiter in June of 1953. The 
class presented him with a 
percolator as a gift. 

What, juniors already? Yes, we 
had reached our next to last year 
before we knew it. This year our 
class decided to be different. Four 
good, strong males were elected as 
class officers. Rae Sutherland was 
chosen as president, Tommy Aspell 
as vice president, Jimmy Doherty 
as secretary, and Jimmy Riddle as 
treasurer. As our four 
representatives to the student 
council, we chose Rae Sutherland, 
Kay Hunt, Jo Basile, and Tommy 
Aspell. 

A new sport was started at THS - 
field hockey. Many girls signed up 
for this extra curricular activity 
and soon were in full swing out on 
the athletic field. 

Kay Hunt, Mary Ann Shea, and 
Jan Donahue were among the 
football cheerleading staff and Jan 
was elected to cheer our basketball 
games on to victory also. 

The two dances were very 
successful. The "February Frolic" 
was extra special because it 
featured music by George 
Emmons. Everybody had a good 
time at this affair, Our second 
dance was the "Spring Delight." 

Wow!! Seniors!! Could it be 
possible? 

We started the year off with 
election .of officers. Jimmy 
Doherty was elected as president, 
Mary Ann Shea as vice president, 
Jimmy Farley as secretary and Jo 
Basile as treasurer. Jimmy 
Doherty, Mary Ann Shea, Kay 
Hunt, and Jo Basile were our 
student council members. Lindy 
Gleason and Jan Donahue became 
our basketball cheerleaders. 

As I was watching a football 
game, I noticed many things. Out 
in the corner of the field there 
seemed to be something missing. 
Then I realized that the scoreboard 
was no longer there. In the 
bleachers, I saw many people 
dressed in uniform. Could this be 
the Tewksbury band and baton 
twirlers? Sure enough during the 
halftime they did an excellent job 
entertaining the fans, Kay Hunt, 
‘MaryAntt ShetJan Donahue, and 
Liz Kelly fed the -erewd in 
cheering as Tommy Aspell, the 
captain, led the team.
